They were Herman 
Banning and Henry Bottorff, of St. Joseph, Mo.*, who were 
awaiting trial in Cass county for the robbery of the Murdock 
bank, and Clyde Leftridge, -who was serving a three year 
term for larceny. 


Leftridge was captured a 
few i 


minutes later. The other two ap- 
parently made good their escape. 


While waiting in a corridor at 


the jail for the arrival of a physi- 
cian who was to have examined 
them, the three men pounced upon 
J. Eller, the turnkey and wrested 
his keys from him. 


Jailer in Pursuit. 


Then they unlocked an elevator 


door and descended irom the sixth 
to the first floor. Jailer Sandstrom 
dashed down the stairs in pursuit 
and succeeded in recapturing Clyde 
Leftridge. 
Jail authorities said the men had 
stolen two razors shortly before 
their flight

Execution of Dr. Francis F. Tucker, 
treasurer of the William S. Porter 
Memorial hospital operated by the 
American board of missions 
at 


Techow, Shantung, has been de- 
manded by the Kuomintang in the 
Techow district as the penalty for 
the death of a native hospital em- 
ploye whom Dr. Tucker shot last 
week in the belief he was a burglar. 
The Kuomintang asks the psysi- 
cian's immediate arrest and suspen- 
sion of the activities of the mis- 
sion. It demands an apology from 
the American minister and pay- 
ment of an indemnity to the dead 
man's family. 


Bothered by Robberies. 


The American consul at Tsinafu 


reported that Dr. Tucker, after a 
series of burglaries at the hospital, 
kept a revolver under his pillow 
on a cot in his office. Last Saturday 
night he was awakened by a man 
who entered the office with a skele- 
ton key. The intruder started to 
flee when Dr. Tucker awoke and 
the physician shot him. 


Any effort to bring Dr. Tucker to 
trial in the Chinese courts would 
be vigorously opposed, legation offi- 
cials said.

WASHINGTON, July 16—(AP)— 


The 
American 
government 
has 


adopted a policy that precludes 
political considerations in connec- 
tion with the German economic sit- 
uation. 


Although the federal reserve sys- 


tom probably will extend credits to 
Germany along with other im- 
portant, banking interests, Acting 
Secretary Castle of the state de- 
partment, today made clear the 
United States would not become in- 
volved in any political situation re- 
lating to that country. 


The 
financial 
assistance ' that 
might be rendered by the federal 
reserve system, he added, would be 
along the lines of that of the Bank 
of France and similar European 
institutions. 


Castle said the French govern- 


ment maintains that it had not 
asked directly for political consider- 
ations when Germany, on the verge 
of financial collapse, asked for aid. 


Demands Reported. 


Earlier in the week, European 


press dispatches declared France 
had made political demands on 
Germany through Hans Luther, 
head of the Reichsbank, as he dis- 
cussed means of obtaining assist- 
ance with French officials in Paris. 


The opinion was expressed by the 
acting secretary, however, that other 
countries would not extend credit 
to Germany before that nation 
made' definite strides toward a do- 
mestic economic adjustment. 
Late yesterday the white house 


and state department took a, more 
optimistic and hopeful view of the 
German situation. Official confi- 
dence was strengthened that condi- 
tions were improving when Ger- 
many fulfilled her obligations under 
' the "Hoover moratorium plan by 


paying unconditional annuities due 
yesterday.

Only one theater—aloof aristocrat 


of local movie houses because of its 
quiet residential location—will con- 
tinue the 
policy of staging an 
"opening" for every new attraction. 
The Chinese m Hollywood, the 


other principal house which has 
been a setting for lighted, beflow- 
ered and star-sprir':led premieres, 
has abandoned the custom, and now 
s!-ows new films day and date with 
a downtown Los Angeles house. 


Aside from its bizarre architecture 
and exotic atmosphere, the oriental 
flavored cinema temple, long a sight 
to be seen by tourists, will have as 
its only distinction the fact that it 
clings to its two shows a day habit. 


Chinese History. 


The Chinese was the scene cf the 
most spectacular opening in Holly- 
wood history, from, the standpoint 
of showmanship and crowds—that 
of "Hell's Angels." 
Since then airplanes and blimps, 


dropping flowers and rockets, have 
become as much a feature of a first- 
rate premiere as lanes of lights and 
avid star gazers. 


Before the Chinese arose it was 
the Egyptian, smaller but equally 
fantastic in design, that ushered in 
the big "specials," and the Cathay 
Circle (which will continue its open- 
ings) always vied with the Chinese 
for elaborate first n: -hts. 


What is regarded as the greatest 


mob ever to assemble for an open- 
ing was that at Charles Chaplin's 
"City Lights," where tear bombs had 
to be used by police to control the 
crush. But the new theater which 
the film dedicated has seen no other 
nights like this, and now is a regu- 
lar "program" house. 


But it was the opening of "Cimar- 
rori" that was attended by the 
greatest excitement—not planned. 
An explosion of sewer gas outside 
the theater rocked the vicinity, en- 
dangering many stellar lives. 


May Regain Luster. 
Perhaps with premieres coming 
less frequently, they will regain 
some of their old importance. For a 
time every theater opening a new 
picture staged a formal first night. 
Stars principally objected to pay- 
ing $10 a ceat for a show that could 
be seen next day for a dollar or 
less, without the discomfort of being 
grappled and besieged for auto- 
graphs by the mob.

Stockton, All but Nelson, a farmer, 
are business men in Spencer. 


County Attorney W. L. Brennan 


of Butte, who called the inquest, re- 
fused to discuss the case today. He 
told Spencer residents, however, that 
he would take the evidence under 
advisement. 


As pieced together from the testi- 


mony of nine witnesses before the 
coroner's jnury, Albert Coleman and 
his brother, Ernest, had been drink- 
Ing Tuesday and Tuesday night. 
They quarrelled at the Albert Cole- 
man home but later got in a car to 
leave. 
Drives Over Father. 


In a lane leading from the Cole- 


man home to the highway, witnesses 
said, the quarrel -was renewed. Final- 
ly the two men jumped from the 
machine and engaged in an ex- 
change of blows, with Albert left 
lying in the road. 
The son, Tom, deciding to follow

Barnes related, drove his car over 


' the body of his father before he 


knew it was in the lane. Summoning 
aid, he brought Albert Coleman here 
to the hospital, where he later died.

the real issue was whether the re- 
ceivership of failed state banks is 
attached to the office of the secre- 
tary of trade and 
commerce, as 


contended by Governor Bryan. 


'•If it is attached," Judge Has- 
tings commented, "I think the gov- 
ernor has enough power in the de- 
partment to act as he has." 


The request for time was made 


by Attorneys Raymond Grossman 
and A. C. Munger of Omaha, who 
joined Bliss' legal staff Wednes- 
day. 
The request was opposed by 


Arthur Mullen, representing 
Bry- 


an on the ground that new attor- 
neys for Bliss "were springing up 
in every town and this multiplicity 
of counsel and requests for contin- 
uances are for the purpose of de- 
laying and harassing the courts in 
their rulings." 
Argument at Fremont. 


FREMONT, Neb., July 16—(ff)— 
District Judge Fred L. Spear heard 
final arguments Wednesday on the 
petition of the state commerce de- 
partment, to transfer 20 failed bank 
receiverships from Clarence G. Bliss 
former secretary of the department, 
to E. H. Luikart, the present secre- 
tary.

C. C. Cook, attorney for Bliss, 
maintained that Luikart's recent 
appointment as secretary was ille- 
gal. Previously he had been desig- 
nated merelv as agent in charge 
of the commerce department. The 
whole procedure of the attempt to 
remove Bliss as receiver of about 
200 failed banks, Cook asserted, was 
high handed. 
"The question is," said Cook, 
"whether the governor can make 
a political football out of the court 
and dictate to it." He brought out 
the fact that although Governor 
Bryan discharged Bliss as secretary 
Januarv 8, he waited until after 
two gatherings of the legislature to 
appoint Luikarfc as his successor.

Solution in Sight. 


PITTSBURGH. July 16—(AP) — 


Old King Coal lies a mighty sick 
man, 
while doctors in a half dozen 


clinics, grimly pondering his illness, 
seem unable to determine what to 
do about it. 
A complication of diseases, labor 
and economic difficulties, which 
laid the industry low, particularly 
in western Pennsylvania, easteni 
Ohio and West Virginia, has defed 
soluton in a long chain of confer- 
ences. Leaders in a variety of par- 
leys seeking to restore peace and 
prosperity to the mining 
centers,

PAYING THE PRICE. 


After a yinter of surpassing mildness, during which 


Nebraska vied with California in furnishing its ^citji- 
zeni with balmy weather, most of us shouted: "Hot 
Ziggity!" This was the life. There was no getting 
up in the morning while a howling northern gale 
demanded a maximum amount of will power to leave 
the warm comfort of the bed. There -. ere no stag- 
gering coal, or oil, or gas bills to pay. 


Outside the sun cast a mellowd radiance and the 


air had the wine-like quality which made living a 
joy. 
There were days upon days when it was not even 


necessary to wear a coat. The golfer, determined to 
enjoy himself at the game, found it delightful to fol- 
low the tricky little ball around the links without 
going to the expense and trouble of visiting southern 
climes or the Pacific coast. 


There is a forceful and vivid reminder practically 


everyday now that we are paying the price for the 
unusual generosity which Mother Nature showered 
up'on us last winter. For the first time in many years 
grasshoppers are reported to be inflicting extensive 
damage upon crops in the state, particularly in the 
'northwest and the western counties. The situation 
has become so acute in some sections appeals have 
been' sent to the governor for funds with which to 
fight the pest. While it may lack scientific founda- 
tion, the belief prevails that the abnormally mild 
winter is responsible for a recurrence of the grass- 
hopper plague. The usual destruction resulting from 
severe, cold weather did not take place. 


Likewise corn in many parts of the state has been 


damaged by a cut worm which is found in usual 
numbers this season. Myron Swenk, of the University 
of Nebraska, investigating the ravages of the worm, 
reports it is due to the extremely warm weather dur- 
ing the winter. 


The years of greatest loss in the staV? from insect 


pests have been invariably characterised by exces- 
sively mild winters. In the "grasshopper years" when 
hungry hordes swept oyer Nebraska, killing every 
green, living plant in their paths, a great deal was 
said about migrations but the fact is most of the 
hoppers grew and developed their ravenous appetite 
here in Nebraska. There is a strange but exacting jus- 
tice in nature." She exacts her penalties with the 
same even hand that she bestows her conpensations. 
When it becomes necessary to venture forth on a 
cold, blustry night, when the coal pile melts with 
greater rapidity than snow under present conditions, 
just remember Nature is a wise, old mother. Some 
of her ways may be clothed in mystery and may defy 
understanding but back of it all is a plain and def- 
inite purpose. 


* » » 


Eere in Nebraska we have had very little to annoy 


or alarm us in recent years. Season after season we 
have gone ahead, producing an abundance of food- 
stuffs, due first to the fortunate character of the 
climate and second to the soil. 


No state in the union has had a more even, produc- 


tive program of agriculture than Nebraska. In the 
family of commonwealths which comprise America 
the total output of the farms here has been greater 
than any other in the corn belt. Kansas raises more 
wheat; Iowa produces more corn, but in the sum 
total of all crops Nebraska takes high rank up among 
the leaders. 


Even under the conditions of rock bottom prices for 


wheat, there is much to be thankful for. It Is dis- 
couraging and disheartening to receive nothing for 
one's efforts, but the Nebrask farmer is in a better 
position today than the wheat grower of Canada, who 
has lost most of his grata as a result of drouth, or the 
Montana agriculturalist, who has faced a loss of crops 
for five years as a result of a lack of moisture. While 
small grains will not yield as heavily as in 1930 when 
new records or near records were established in prac- 
tically every branch, the harvest indicates more than 
the average year. 


There are still Immense stocks of old corn on the 


farms in this state. It is corn which is the' main 
concern of the Nebraska farmer. He "utilizes it to 
feed his livestock. He has ample hay for any feed- 
ing program which may seem advisable in the fall, 
providing he produces a goo* crop of corn. The at- 
tack ^of cut worms and hoppers on cornfields Is of 
greater concern to the fanner than the unsatisfac- 
tory price of wheat. 


NOT PERTIXENT TO THE ISSUE. 


There may be good reasons why the railroads 


should have a 15 per cent increase in freight rates, 
but certainly the plea -which spokesmen for insurance 
companies and saving banks are making in favor 
of such action is not one of them. 


The Interstate commerce commission is supposed 


to be taking evidence on the question as to whether 
present rates arc reasonable and sufficient Jo provide 
revenue for them also -whether it is fair to other lines 
of business to have an additional large burden of 
transportation expense loaded upon them, in view 
of the prostrated condition of agriculture and the in- 
ability of many industrial concerns to operate at a 
profit. 


If insurance companies and savings banks in the 


eastern states havp made top heavy investments of 
their funds in railroad bonds, that, is linfoninaie for 
them: but it Is nothing that the interstate commerce 
commission can lawfully or equitably ccnsitSrr in a 
rate invcsticatlon. The- «imwis<!on has no j-jrisfiic- 
-Hon Trhatc-icr over thesr financial corporations. They 
arr under the supervision of olhrr fcdrra: and state 
atrencies. 


Fixing reasonable rates for the hauling of roods 


hasn't a thing on earth to do with RuaT»ni<eeins 
stockholders in banks and insurance companies a 
return on their Investment. It could be argued -with 
much better cracp that, instead of boostlnc freJsht 


Now, when all kinds of business are suffering adver- 
sity, they seek to have the government collect toll 
from others in order to assure the continuance of 
their own income. 


It is to be hoped the interstate commerce com- 


mission will limit the scope of its inquiry to the actua^ 
revenue needs of the carriers. 


CHAOS IS THREATENED. 


It will never do to return the democrats to power, 


says Representative Wood of Indiana. Wood is chair- 
man of the republican congressional committee, and 
his warning is issued through the republican national 
committee. He fears that should the followers of 
Jefferson be again placed In control of the govern- 
ment there would be legislative and administrative 
chaos. 


The fear of the Hoosler republican is based on the 


fact that, as he says, there are wide difference among 
democrats on broad public questions, and in support 
of this indictment he cites alleged conflicting state- 
ments upon the tariff by such outstanding party 
leaders as Senator Robinson and Senator George. 


It's really to bad that every man who claims alle- 


giance to the party of Jefferson and Jackson and 
Cleveland doesn't agree with every other member of 
that organization on questions of policjf and immedi- 
ate expediency, but there seems to be no way of thus 
binding them. They persist in thinking for them- 
selves, and Jacksonians might be expected to assert 
that they wouldn't be democrats if they didn't do so. 


From what Representative Wood says one would be 


inclined to think that all was harmony in the repub- 
.ican ranks, but on the very same newspaper page 
that one finds his solemn warning there is another 
news story. It comes from New York and is to the 
effect that Former Senator France of Maryland has 
also issued a statement, although it is not put out 
jy the republican national committee. He is an c- 
tive candidate for the presidential nomination of the 
g. o. p. next year, and this is part of what he says: 


'•This further evidence of disaster that is spreading 


3ver tho world only goes to emphasize, in action, 
the blindness and failure of the present national ad- 
oiinir.tration at Washington...1 would not willingly, 
by word or deed, add a single burden to the national 
administration, butst is time for somebody to speak 
out—It is time to tell the truth." 


This statement from Senator France would seem to 


indicate that there is not complete agreement as to 
policy among republicans, and that we might there- 
fore look for administrative and legislative chaos 
were they to be continued In power. In fact the im- 
portunities of Vice President Curtis and Senator Cap- 
per who want the farm board to make a more def- 
inite and certain statement might lead some people to 
believe that all republicans are not thinking alike 
on all subjects. According to the Wood philosophy, 
therefore, the return of their party would mean chaos. 
Aren't politicians entertaining? 


"SPIRIT BEHIND UNIVERSE." 


He is blind and yet-he sees more than we see. 
That could well be said of Dr. Edwin Bryant Frost, 


65-year-old blind astronomer who since 1905 has been 
director of the Yerkes observatory (at the University 
of Chicago, whosfe birthday was celebrated Wednes- 
day. 


The life of Dr. Frost has been a remarkable tribute 


:o the human spirit and the human mind. Unable 
:o see the astral world which has been his life study, 
he has contributed achievement after achievement 
to man's investigation of the skies. 


It is a tribute to mind that it can see, what its eyes 


do not behpld. It is a tribute to spirit that it has not 
been dulled by handicaps but has risen to new heights 
of endeavor. 


Perhaps the sightlessness of Dr. Frost has been 


a help, not in astronomy but in his larger viewpoint 
of the universe. For this Chicago astronomer is con- 
vinced that there is "a spirit behind the universe."

ANSWER. 
The church is commissioned to 


offer'her revelation in Christ to^all 
nen irrespective of class or corifli- 
;ion. 
At the same time she is spe- 
cifically cmmanded to cultivate a 
social conscience toward those who 
are heavy laden, whether in body, 
mind or, circumstances. Jesus said: 
'Inasmuch as'ye did it to the least 
of one of these, ye did it unto me." 
She must'insist that w"e moralize 
our industrial relationships and pro- 
test against the now badly damaged 
idea "that so-called economic laws 
are hard and fast regulations simi- 
lar to those of Nature. Indeed, to- 
day very few employers can treat 
their employes as so r_any pawns in 
their system and get away with it. 
Human nature refuses to stand for 
that any longer. 
The trend of recent legislation 


demonstrates the growing preva- 
lence of a more humane temper, and 
submit that Christianity has had 
something to do "with this gratifying 
change in our labor laws. But much 
still remains to be done. Quite a 
few churches still shelter industrial 
wrongs behind their dogmatic bar- 
riers and thereby deny the Gospel 
they proclaim. Others assert that 
the industrial and political realms 
are forbidden ground for them. 
But judge the majority of the 
churches by- then- official state- 
ments on this issue. Consider the 
papal encyclicals and the declara- 


tions of the great Protestant com- 
munions. Of course, many technical 
difficulties confront 'the readjust- 
ments you demand. But the most 
formidable obstacles in the path of 
progress exist in human nature it- 
self. The law of charity and serv- 
ice drives clean through the moti- 
vations of self interest and cut- 
throat* competition 
which have 
largely predicated the present eco- 
nomic crisis."Utopian as it may 
seem, the churches will have to in- 
culcate that divine law whose sym- 
bol is the Cross, not moneybags, 
and also maintain that co-operation 
for the common good is the duty 
of all.

isnt going to get anything. He 
is an unusual "preferred creditor," 
because, on lop of that informa- 
tion, he is lending more money. 


Plans may change, but, at pres- 
ent, plans, of the United States in 
regard to Germany seem to include 
continuing loans already made, re- 
fraining from demanding, or ac- 
cepting any German war payments, 
excusing England, France, Italy 
and other countries from all war 
payments for one year, thus mak- 
ing it easier for them to help Ger- 
many, if they choose. 
What they will choose depends 
on various things, particularly the 
extent to which financial collapse, 
or revolution, in Germany might 
injure them. 


There \ias a fair imitation of 
panic on the Paris stock exchange 
jesterday, and that sort of thing 
stimulates action. 
French high finance is said to 
have 
convinced its government 
that it is necessary to prevent fur- 
ther disintegration in Germany, 
just as American high finance con- 
vinced this country that it was 
necessary to do something, to avoid 
loss of billions, foolishly lent abroad 
by American investors. 


German newspapers print a yarn 
to the effect that France has de- 
manded the expulsion from Ger- 
many of Hitler, a German imita- 
tion of Mussolini, leading an imi- 
tation Fascist German party. Hit- 
ler is alleged to Be waiting for this 
crisis to "throw Germany into my 
hands," and enable him, leading a 
combination 
of German fascists 
and communists, to rescue the fath- 
erland. 
Hitler is supposed to be the "great 
unknown" that will do for Ger- 
many 
what 
Napoleon 
did 
for 
France, after the revolution. 


The story of French hostility to 
Hitler is well calculated to increase 
Hitler's popularity and importance 
in the minds of unintelligent Ger- 
mans. But as it happens, unintel- 
ligent Germans are not numerous 
The average German knows that 
it would take a good deal more 
than 100 copies of Hitler to make 
one Hindenburg 
• 
And the German nation, fortun- 
ately, has been educated for more 
than 50 years by the social-demo- 
cratic party 
Among other things, 
they have science, patience and in- 
dustry. Billions of dollars are not 
everything. 


President Hoover said America 
must go to the rescue of Germany 
and 
Austria, and 
stocks went 
bounding upwards. That happened 
fii spite of the fact that the presi- 
dent's message meant that many 
of our European customers were 
close to bankruptcy, and many of 
our billions, sent abroad, 
might 
never come back. 
Early yesterday speculators, bad- 
ly frightened, forced prices down 
They began thinking, and pnces 
•went part way up again. 


The man who has made a wise 
investment is foolish if he lets it 
go at this time, if he has the pow- 
er to hold it. 
The wise will 
remember 
that 
everything comes back. What goes 
up comes down, and vice versa. 
This country hasn't lost anything 
except a few billion dollars, noth- 
ing like half as much as one j ear's 
United States pay roll. And what 
we have lost is nothing compared 
with what we made in the war. 
It is a jzood time to remember 
Goethe's "Money lost, something 
lost ' * * honor lost, much 
lost 
* * " courage lost, every- 
thing lost."

At Berlin the banks which were 
closed two days ago by government 
decree reopened to meet the mid- 
month payroll There were no dis- 
orders. The cabinet remained in ses- 
sion considering Chancellor Bruen- 
ing's trip to Paris and London.

U.S.NavyOutto 
Beat World With 
Air Speed Honors 


Secret Contract Is Let 


For Tower' Engine to 
Best Italy, England. 
WASHINGTON, July 1&— (AP)— 


The navy has launched a program 
calculated to make it second to none 
in speed in the air. 


A secret contract calling for de- 
velopment of an airplane engine of 
greater power, speed and efficiency 
than ever produced in this country 
has been assigned to a civilian de- 
signer described as one of the best 
in the business. 
The job of turning out an engine 
to compare favorably with those of 
the English and Italians who have 
been winning seaplane speed hon- 
ors in recent years, is expected to 
occupy the designer a year or more. 
His identity has 
been 
carefully 
guarded. 
To continue the program, 
the 
navy expects to ask the next con- 
gress for a considerable larger sum 
than the $220,000 appropriated for 
high speed plane development at 
the last session. This will permit 
the navy to go into the matter of 
high speed propellers 
and plane 
construction as thoroughly as it has 
started to do with respect to en- 
gines. 


Hequires $3,000,000. 
"Nearly $3,000,000 and two to 
three years of development will be 
required," said David S. Ingalls, as- 
sistant secretary for air. 
By 1933 the navy hopes to be 
able to re-enter the international 
Schneider cup seaplane races in 
which it has not competed since 
1926. This year's race will b« held 
in September in England with the 
British and Italians renewing then- 
rivalry. 


Although Secretary Ingalls be- 
lieves America now is on an equali- 
ty with other nations in the speed 
of its fighting planes, he keenly ap- 
preciates the importance of high 
speed engine development in main- 
taining this position. 
"A racing plane itself Is of no 
use commercially," he said, 'or from 
military or private points of view 
except for racing, but it may be 
truly stated that the racing plane 
of today is the ordinary plane of 
tomorrow." -

jail. 


Mrs. Jensen said that as she 
passed the court house, where the 
jail is situated, she heard someone 
yell at her and a moment later 
felt a steel razor against her neck. 
As Sandstrom rushed from 
the 
building the pair slashed at him, 
but missed.

A moment later, a policeman 
pulled his gun, but did not fire. 
"I'm faint," Mrs. Jensen said she 
told the men after she had driven 
nine blocks. One of them then 
took the wheel and she and a 
man named Kline, who was riding 
with her, jumped from the moving 
car.

that could scarcely be listed as en- 
tertainment. They heard that the 
banks would be open but not for 
withdrawals of

fines and imprisonment awaited the 
bootlegger of foreign money, and 
that confiscation faced the bargain 
hunter who tried illegally to trade 
his marks for other units. 
"Warns Against Wild Rumors. 
The vigorous, admonishing voice 


of Herr Dietrich was heard warning 
against wild rumore and urging 
coolness and common sense. "Even 
the strongest government can't lead 
a nation that has lost its nerve," 
he said.

TUITION CLAIMS 


Four Districts Ask State 


Pay for Instruction 


Army Children. 


Total Amount Due Under 


New Law is $904.50 


For 99 Pupils. 


Claims of four school districts in 


Nebraska, one of which is the Lin- 
coln district, for payment of tuition 
at regular rates for the children of 
United States 
army 
officers as 
provided for under H. R. 445 en- 
acted by the legislature at its reg- 
ular session, have been approved by 
the state superintendent's 
office 
and are now in Attorney General 
Sorensen's hands for an opinion as 
to whether the money can legally be 
taken from the temporary school 
fund without a specific appropri- 
ation. 


Governor Bryan, in his supple- 
mental budget, recommended an 
appropriation of $12,000 for 
this 
purpose. The house cut the amount 
down to 
$6,500 and 
the 
senate 
struck it out altogether, on the the- 
ory that no appropriation was nec- 
essary, since the bill previously 
passed specified that the money 
should come out of the school fund 
and prescribed the manner of pay- 
ment. The semi-annual school ap- 
portionment is made without any 
formal action by the legislature, 
under authority of the constitution 
and general laws. 


Lincoln Want $92. 
The Lincoln schol district is ask- 


ing for $92 to cover tuition of ten 
pupils in the elementary grades 
from March 25, the day -H. R. 445 
took effect 
with* the emergency 
clause, and June 5, the end of the 
school year. For eight of these pu- 
pils the tuition is figured at $9.60 
each, and for the other two at $7.60 
apiece. 
District No. 71 of Dawes county, 
near the Fort Robinson military 
reservation, has forty-two children 
of army officers and enlisted men 
attending its 
schools, and the 
amount it requests for tuition is 
$411.30. 
The Fort Crook district in Sarpy 
county -"-'ants $324.40 for instruction 
of 
thirty-eight 
children, and a 
neighboring rural district, No. 40, 
in the same county, has billed the 
state for $76.80 as tuition expense 
for nine pupils. 
Altogether, the total amount to 
be paid out at this time to the four 
districts if the attorney general 
finds no legal obstacle in the way 
is $904.50, which will come out of 
the state apportionment fund be- 
fore the general allotment is made.

Jensen Insurance Suit 


Sef Aside. 


Federal court Thursday witnessed 


the unusual spectacle of both the 
plaintiff and delcndant m a suit 
appealing to the Circuit Court of 
Appeals. The action is the effort 
of the New York Life Insurance Co. 
to cancel the policy of Christian P. 
Jeasen, Hamilton county farmer. 
J«nsen was gored by a, bull be- 
tween the time he made application 
for the policy and the time it ^as 
delivered. When he sought dis- 
ability compensation under" the in- 
surance, the company refused the 
claim on the ground that he had 
voided the policy by failing to re- 
port his accident before delivery of 
the document. 
Jensen filed siut in the state 


courts and vas awarded $1,725 plus 
§300 attorneys fees and $75 per 
month for the duration of his dis- 
ability. This decrp" of the Hamil- 
ton county District court was later 
affirmed by the Supreme court of 
Nebraska. 
Prior to Jensen's suit, the insur- 


zvnce company filed an action in 
Federal court here to have the 
policy cancelled, and won a decree 
to that 
effect from Judge T. C. 


Munger. 


Remandrd For Trial. 


However, before Judge Munger's 
decree was issued, the state court 
mandate had besn served, and Jen- 
sen appealed to the U. S. circuit 
court to set aside Munger's decis- 
ion. 
The circuit court remanded 


the case to Munger for trial on the 
question of what effect the state 
court mandate might have on the 
application to cancel the policy. 


Munger heard the new issue 
argued by the attorneys and or- 
dered his previous decree vacated, 
making the Jensen policy" once 
more operative. However, he ruled 
the policy was void with regards to 
Antomine Christenson, mother and 
beneficiary of Jensen, and co-plain- 
tiff in the action. 


Now, both the New York Life In- 
surance Co. and Mrs. Chnstensen 
are appealing from Hunger's latest 
decree. 
The insurance 
company 
claims that Munger erred in decid- 
ing that exclusive jurisdiction had 
been conceded by it to the slate 
courts when it elected to combat|the 
compensation suit. It z-lsa claims 
that the Federal courts have ex- 
clusive jurisdiction in the contro- 
versy. 


Th» major point cited in the as- 
signment of errors :Tiled by the in- 
surance company appears to be the 
allegation that ihe first appeal to 
the Circuit court is still pending, 
and that Munger had no right to 
issue a new decree. 


Mrs. Christensen is appealing the 
latest Munger aecree in an effort 
to have the policy reinstated with 
respect to her.

Experts Prove Need 


of Reform In Timing 


Cinder Track Racing

NEW ¥ORK, July 16—(AP)—Inaccuracies of the hand 


that holds the stop-watch, strikingly demonstrated by lab- 
oratory research in the international Y. M. C. A. college at 
Springfield, Mass., have revived the controversy over tenth- 
second timing and raised new questions that concern the 
record sprinting performances of such track stars as Eddie 
Tolan and Frank Wykoff.

It isn't much of a championship, 
a synthetic title at best, but it eased 
in part much of the disappointment 
that had been the patent leather 
"Keed's" in shooting for the great- 
er crowns of fistiana in his short 
but brilliant career. 


Looked Like Real Champ. 


Chocolate was a champion last 
night of almost any of the lighter 
classes, as he put together all his 
speed, skill and punching powers to 
hammer Bass for two seconds short 
of seven rounds, slash frim about 
the face, mouth and nose and fm- 
ally cut his left 
eyelid so badly 
with crashing rights that Referee 
Leo Houck stopped the one-sided 
duel after 2:58 of the seventh. 
In only the fourth round was 
Bass able to reach Chocolate with 
his looping left hooks to the body. 
in eevry other session but the first, 
which was even, he -took a. solid 
smashing. 
Chocolate weighed 125% pounds,

Present Methods UnreUftbto. 


"Records made with stop-watch 
timing are not reliable," concludes 
the report of a two-year study, out- 
lined for the Associated Press bj 
Professor Thomas K. Cureton, jr. 
"A great injustice may be done in 
approving a record listed as one- 
tenth second better than another. 


"Wykoff, whose 100-yard record 


of 8.4 seconds undoubtedly will be 
accepted, may not have actually 
bettered Tolan's mark of 9.5 sec- 
onds. And so with various other 
world and intercollegiate records. 


Electrical Timing Needed. 


"An electrical timing device, that 
Is foolproof in 
every respect, is 
surely needed, not only for track 
but for swimming and perhaps auto 
and horse racing. Another practi- 
cal application of electrical timing 
is that it can be used excellently for ' 
judging places." 


Prof. Cureton, with aMoclwfcwi and 
.students at SpringfUld in ins de- 
pArtment of applied physics and 
animal mechanics, has conducted 
exhaustive tests of human handling 
of the stop-watch in comparison 
with electrical timing, accurate to 
one-hundredth of a second. 


Hand Works Too Fati. 


These tests revealed the human 
hand as invariably clocking a race 
one-tenth to one-fifth second faster 
than it was actually run. Consider- 
ing one set of data, 27 student tim- 
ers recorded an average error of 
.234 seconds in clocking an indoor 
sprint race. The same experiment 
outdoors, in which 24 timers were 
used, showed an even greater av- 
erage error of .285 seconds. 


Application of the same test to 


experienced timers, working at a 
varsity meet between Springfield 
and New York university, on a 
rainy day, showed an error of .43 
seconds in timing the 120-yard high 
hurdles and .37 seconds in clocking 
the 100-yard dash. 


Analysis of Experiments. 


Analysis of the experiments has 
shown, Professor Cureton says, that 
the timers invariably re-acted slow- 
ly to the starting gun's flash or 
smoke, also that they stopped their 
watches a fraction of a second be- 
fore the runner hit the tape. 


"To sum up the points of tech- 
nique considered," he adds, "we may /. 
cay first, use either your forefinger r| 
or thumb in starting and stopping " 
a watch; second, a .32 calibre gun 
will tend to decrease the error in 
timing; third,, time on the smoke 
of the gun—you will be sure to see 
the smoke; and, lastly, concentrate 
your best effort in attempting to 
get the runner just as he touches 
the tape, for here lies a variable 
error that assumes great magnitude 
in many races." 
Doubt Cast On Records. 


Results of the 
Springfield re- 
search, while they do not, for ex- 
» 
ample, alter the fact that Wykofi I 
has proved a faster sprinter within 
the past two years than Tolan, 
nevertheless tend to cast doubt on 
the tenth-second slices that have 
been made on the world's 100-yard 
record. 


It was not j;ntil three years ago, 
at Amsterdam, that the Interna- 
tional Amateur Athletic Federation, 
which passes ort all track and field 
world's records, decided tenth-sec- 
ond watches were accurate enough 
to be officially recognized. 


Locke's Record Recognized. 


The I. A. F. F., at that time, re- 
fused to make its ruling retroactive, 
thereby preventing recognition of 
Charley Paddock's mark of 9.5 sec- 
onds. Roland Locke's record of 20.5 
second for 220 yards was accepted 
at 20.6, which surpassed anything 
on the books. Subsequently, Tolan's 
century in 9.5 seconds was ap- 
proved as the new world's record. 
Wykoff twice has shaved a tenth- 
second off this. He was credited 
with 9.5 in winning the national 
100-yard championship at Lincoln 
last July 4. when several watches 
caught him as-fast as 9.3 seconds.

TO BE REDUCED 


Commission Not Yet De- 


cided As To Extent 


Of the Cut. 


Aiding Germany In Crisis 


Randall Promises Will 


Persist in Fight on 


Monopolies. 


A general re'4 .ction in gravel 


rates in Nebraska and maintenance 
of the principle of icquiring rail- 
roads to absorb switching charges 
on sand an* gravel were promised 
b" C. A. Rardall, chairman of the 
state railway commission, Thursday 
as he reviewed the extensive hear- 
ing before the commission on the 
rates. 
The general outlines of the com- 


. mission's order were easily framed 
k. as a result of the testimony taken 
*, last week and this and in previous 


hearings. Details, however, remain 
to be worked out, with the question 
of how great a reduction can be 


-.^effected and still leave remunera- 
<the rates for the railroads the chief 
problem facing the commission, Mr. 
Randall said. 
Unless absorption of switching 


charges is maintained, Commission- 
er Randall declared, the Lyman- 
Richey Sand and Gravel Co could 
create practically a monopoly of the 
state's rail gravel business. It has 
pits on all lines while smaller com- 
panies have to utilize two or more 
lines to market gravel m competi- 
tion with T.,yman-Richey in many 
instances. 


Stands Against Monopoly. 


"As long as I am on the commis- 


sion, no monopolv will be permitted 
to erect itself through rate struc- 
tures," he declared. 


Whether the new general rate 


structure will be as low as the 
emergency rates now in effect re- 
mains to be determined. Chairman 
Randall doubted if it could be made 
that low, since the emergency rates 
eliminated the absorption of switch- 
ing charges. 


It will be better for the general 


public, however, he said, not to have 
as low rates and have the switching 
charges absorbed so as to maintain 
competition. 


The emergent, rates cut from 25 


to 30 per cent off the regular exist- 
ing rates. Chairman Randall said 
studies by the commission's rate de- 
partment in the light of testimony 
at the hearings would be necessary 
to determine what reduction can be 
made and still have the rates re- 
munerative He is hoping that a 15 
per cent slash from present rates 
can be made. 


Hearing- Concluded. 


The hearing was concluded short- 


ly after 6 o'clock Wednesday night, 
after three grilling days of testi- 
mony taking this week, in addition 
to two days of the hearing last 
week 


Railroads, shortly before the close 


of the hearing, made their th. 1 at- 
tempt during its progress to remove 
the present emergency rater, filing 
a motion with the commission to 
withdraw them. This was denied. 
Chairman Randall instructing them 
that the emer—ency rates will re- 


« main in force until the new order 
can be drawn. 


As soon as the testimony can be 


transcribed and the studies made, 
the commission will, prep: re to issue 
the reduction order It will be ef- 
fective 
Immediately upon 
being 


signed. Mr. Randall said, and will 
supplant both the regular rates and 
the now existing emergency rates 
between specific points.
